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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicants election with traverse of Group V in the reply filed on July 28, 2003 is 
acknowledged. The requirement was made FINAL in the Office Action dated August 
24, 2004. 

2. Claims 11-19 and 21-41 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement 
in the reply filed on July 28, 2003. 

3. This application contains claims 11-19 and 21-41 drawn to an invention 
nonelected with traverse in the Paper filed July 28, 2003. A complete reply to the final 
rejection must include cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 
CFR 1.144) See MPEP § 821.01. 

Applicant's Responses Dated October 29, 2004 (Remarks) and 
February 14, 2005 (Claims) 

4. In the Response filed February 14, 2005, claims 1, 3, 5, 7, 9, 21, 23, 25, 27, 29 
and 41-42 were amended. Claims 1-42 are pending. An action on the merits of claims 
1-10, 20 and 42 is contained herein below. 

5. The objection to claims 2, 4, 6, 8 and 10 has been rendered moot in view of 
applicant's amendment dated February 14, 2005. 
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6. The rejection of claims 1-10 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) has been rendered moot in 
view of applicant's amendment dated February 14, 2005. 

7. The rejection of claims 1-10, 20 and 42 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) has been 
rendered moot in view of applicant's amendment dated February 14, 2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

8. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

9. Claims 1-10, 20 and 42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Said claims have been amended to 
recite the limitation "R 2) R3, R4, and R 5 , independently for each occurrence, are absent". 
There was no support for said limitation in the original disclosure. 

Conclusion 

10. Claims 1-42 are pending. Claims 1-10, 20 and 42 are rejected. Claims 11-19 
and 21-41 are withdrawn from further consideration as being drawn to a nonelected 
invention. No claims are allowed.
